D e n v e r (Col.), M arch 6th.—A special to the 
Times from W heeler, Colorado, says: 'One of the 
greatest catastrophes ever know n in the way of 
snows lides occurred last night, five m iles east oi 
this place, on w hat is know n as the Wall Cut, on 
th e high line division of the South Park R ail­ 
road, in w hich two passenger trains cam e near 
being w iped aw ay. 
T he train going west was 
ru n n in g iu two sections. T he first section got 
stuck in th e snow at W all Cut, an d section two 
cam e up w ith a m ore powerful engine to pull 
out th e first section. The roadm aster, P . Dob­ 
bins, was standing on the front of the head en­ 
gine superintending the work, w hen an aval­ 
anche of snow cam e down w ithout w arning, 
sweeping him away. H e was com pletely cov­ 
ered by th e flying m ass of snow and carried a 
distance of several thousand feet, entirely across 
Ten Mile river and on to the Kio G rande'tracks, 
w here he m anaged to extricate him self w ith 
great difficulty.

I t is D iscu sse d b y J o h n K . L y n c h , th e 
C o lo re d O ra to r. 
Charleston (S. C.), M arch 6th.—John R. 
Lynch, the colored politician of Mississippi, 
m ade an address here last night, in w hicii he 
spoke of th e m oral, religious and educational 
status of the colored Am ericans. In these re­ 
spects, he said, the race has m ade m aterial pro­ 
gress, bu t could have and would have m ade 
m ore progress had the different religious de­ 
nom inations am ong the w hites rendered them 
th e necessary assistance. 
The speaker then touched upon the labor 
question, and adm itted th a t the race has less to 
com plain of in th is respect at the South th an at 
th e N orth, although public sentim ent is more 
favorable at the North. 
This, he said, is due 
m ore to custom th an to race prejudice, the in ­ 
stitution of slavery being th e foundation of the 
custom . E ducation Í6 one of the m ost pressing 
needs of th e race, aDd he therefore honed th at 
some such m easure as the B lair educational bill 
would be passed by the present C’O D gress. 
The speaker then discussed the race question 
a t length. He contends th a t there is no such 
thing as a race issue. There is veryilittle antip­ 
athy betw een the tw o races. 
T he troubles at 
th e South are due m ore to political difference 
th an to race anim osity. Tho w hite and colored 
people are bound together w ith ties of love th at 
cannot be destroyed. 
The colored race is indebted to th e w hite race 
for th e rights and privileges they enjoy to-day 
in th e C onstitution. He strongly condem ned 
a n d denounced all schem es looking to the d e­ 
portation of colored people from the U nited 
States and from the South. 
"W e are not w ards,” he said, “ but citizens; 
not beggars, bu t laborers. T he colored people 
neith er ask nor desire any financial aid to sup­ 
port them selves or to assist them in going from 
one place to another. All they ask 5 justice— 
equal rights and a fair chance in life. If, under 
such circum stances they cannot survive, they 
w ill blam e none but. them selves.”

General Howard expressed him self to the 
effect th a t he thought, inasm uch as General 
M iles had had his say before the com m ittee, it 
should give G eneral Crook an opportunity to lie 
heard. 
General Howard also expressed th e opinion 
th a t the Indians should be rem oved from th eir 
present location either to Fort Sill or to the 
Cherokee lands in N orth Carolina, but bis ju d g ­ 
m ent was th a t Fort Sill was a better place. 
C hairm an P erkins m ade the following reply ; 
“I am in receipt of your letter, au d in reply 
1 have to inform you th at it is not the desire of 
th e Com m ittee on Indian Affairs to become a 
party iu any way to a controversy or feeiing 
tbat'seem s to exist betw een th e friends of Gen- 
eial Crook au d the friends of General Miles, 
to m e things have already been said before our 
com m ittee th a t had no relevancy to th e ques­ 
tion th a t we desired to consider, and, so far as 
the com m ittee is concerned, w ill have no influ­ 
ence w ith us in our deliberations. We have 
G eneral Crook’s recom m endations, and also 
have been addressed by m em bers of his staff 
and by those who believe w ith him , tha'. the 
Apaches can be salely confined on th e Fort Sill 
Reservation, and we heard G eneral Miles aud 
delegates and representatives from New M exico 
and Arizona, who th in k it would be unw ise to 
remove the Indians to the Indian Territory. 
"T he desire of the com m ittee is only to do 
w hat is lair aud right in the m atter, and w hat 
seems to be for th e good of these Indians, and at 
the sam e tim e fair to the people of the T errito­ 
ries. 
I believe m uch of the fear th a t is enter­ 
tained by the sett’ers of New Mexico and A ri­ 
zona is an exaggerated fear, bu t w hile consider­ 
ing th e good oi th e Indians, I th in k it is but 
right to take into consideration th e wishes aDd 
interests of thousands of settlers who are living 
ill these Territories, and who have th eir hom es 
there, who assert th a t since the rem oval of the 
Apaches they have enjoyed th eir first security 
as settlers in theEe Territories. 
"W hether th eir fears are exaggerated and e x ­ 
cited or not, I th in k it is th e duty of the com­ 
m ittee to realize th at they exist, aud u nder such 
circum stances it becom es quite im portant for us 
to determ ine w hether in m oving them to Fort 
Sill we w ill not, tosom e extent at least, sacrifice 
the com fort and prosperity of the people of Ari­ 
zona and New Mexico. 
“Old M exico is also opposed to th eir rem oval 
to the Fort Sill reservation, but th e com m ittee 
has not yet determ ined w hat action to take in 
th e m atter.”

an d piaced on the calendar. 
Dawes (by request) introduced a bill to am end 
th e Revised Statutes so as to jv rm it the pu r­ 
chase and registry of foreign built vessels by 
citizens o f the U nited States for em ploym ent in 
the foreign trade. 
It was referred. 
A m em orial was received from th e G overnor 
and Legislature of U tah protesting against the 
reduction of the appropriation for a public 
builoing at Salt Lake City. 
Cullom introduced a bill to erect a m onum ent 
to John Ericsson, th e inventor of th e M onitor. 
T he bill granting a pension to th e d aughter of 
the late G eneral w orth at $75 p er m onth was 
taken up an d passed. 
The bill granting an increase of pension to 
the w idow o f G eneral W arren was n ex t taken 
up, an d on an aye and no vote was passed bv 36 
to 9. The R epublicans voted solidly in 'th e 
affirm ative. All th e negative votes w ere east 
by Dem ocrats.

The House th en w ent info the Com m ittee o f 
th-- W hole and proceeded to th e consideration 
of th e D U biic b c i ding bills. 
The bill called up appropriating $209,990 for a 
ubiic budding a: ¿an Jure, Col., was th e object 


of a vigorous a'taek from Cannon of Illinois 
Hq criticised th e action o f the Com m ittee ou 
Public Buildings and Grounds. 
It was a ease of 
“ Pork in th e pot.” 
In his own tow n, Danville, 
th e Postofflce site was leased for S7C0 a vear 
T h at was sufficient for a Postoffice building 
there, and th e business was m ore there th au 
the average business tow ns w here the com m it­ 
tee provided for th e erection of pub ic- buildings. 
M illiken replied th a t nobody doubted bu t that 
the gentlem an’s tow n was a cheap town. 
Cannon said he would content him self w ith 
voting against all hills w hich his judgm ent told 
him w as not proper. The gentlem en must a n ­ 
sw er to th e ir constituents for th eir votes. If the 
inem bei’s constituency will excuse him w hen he 
told them he had got for them S75.(X0 or 8200,­ 
000 in com pensation for im provident appropria­ 
tions he (Cannon) supposed it was all right. 
M illiken said he w ou'd endeavor to get along 
w ith his constituents w ithout a lecture irom the 
gentlem an from Illinois. If i: was net ior the 
friendly feelings tow ard the gentlem an from 
Illinois, he would suggest further th at he had 
never seen a m an attem pt to im pute to anolher 
m an th a t h e had “pork in the pot,” th a t he w * s 
not th e first fellow to get his hand into the 
pot. 
C annon asked the gentlem an to be kind 
enough to explain his ;ast rem ark. Did the 
gentlem an m ean to say th a t he (Cannon) had 
asked or intim ated he desired the com m itiee to 
recom m end any bill ? 
M illiken said the gentlem an had reflected 
upon the com m ittee. 
Cannon said he had criticised th e com m ittee 
as h e had a right to do. He had not criticised 
the gentlem en personally, “and if the sem ie ­ 
n tan ,” he continued, “ in his zeal sought by 
iDnnendo, or by intim ation, to allege th at if it 
had not been tor his friendiy relations w ith me 
he could urge ought against my character or 
otherw ise, here and now let us have it out.

As he was saying these words, he 
was slowly approaching M illiken, and as he 
finished th e sentence he tapped th at gentlem an 
on th e shoulder am id th e la u g h tero f the House.

m anifested a good deal oi excitem ent, but the 
House was very good hum ored and thoroughly 
eDjoyed the controversy w hich ended by Milli- 
ken disclaim ing any intention to in sin u atean v 
thing against th e gentlem an who was as neariv 
perfectas any m an in th e world. 
Peters of Kansas criticised th e bill as ex trav a­ 
gant, and asked Ciunie of C alifornia to give sta­ 
tistics show ing the postoffice business there 
transacted. 
Ciunie said if he had know n his bill was 
goiDg to create a disturbance in the House, he 
m ight not have introduced it, but he had 
thought it would not be im m odest iu him , not 
having a public building in his district, to ask 
Congress to give him one.

W hat better use

little slice for San Jose. 
IL aughter.) There 
was not a m an on the R epublican side who had 
not patted him on the back and said, "Ciunie, 
we will stand by you:” [laughter] and the Dem­ 
ocrats are anxious to vote for this bill. 
A fter some furthe- debate th e bill was laid 
aside favorable, and the com m ittee rising, it, to­ 
gether w ith ihe preceding bills, w ere reported 
to the House.

Hon. W ilfred M aurier, the leader of th e ! ib- 
eral party, said th e proclam ation referred to 
B ehring Sea unlim ited, and not to the p a n pu r­ 
chased by the United States from Russia ex ­ 
clusively. 
He asked if th e G uvernm ent were, 
in the interest of th e Dominion, going to take 
any action. 
Several o th er m em bers sroke excitedly on 
the subject, and urg* d th e G overnm ent to a u ­ 
thorize M inister o f Fisheries Tupper, w ho is at 
present at W ashington, to inquire ot Secretary 
B laine w hat th e m eaning of the* proclam ation 
was in th e face of th e fact th a t negotiations 
w ere iu progress for th e final settlem ent of th e 
whole question.

thus preventing any change of political bias in 
favor of any one ctate or group of independent 
States.

THE CITY ELECTION. 


Two things are essential in choosing city 
officials—fitness and capacity. For these 
embrace all other requirements, since the 
fit and the capable officer insures economic 
and just administration. 
Party, in the promotion of its strength, 
should therefore choose men of fitness and 
capacity to represent it upon its ticket.

All innuen­ 
does on the street corners, vague and mean 
suspicions and mysterious hints of gossips 
upon the by-ways, that may have come to 
the surface, reflect only the disappoint­ 
m ent of the unimportant few who out of 
party tribulation find excuse for bleeding 
candidates and promoting their own selfish 
ends. 
The Republicans of Sacramento should, 
therefore, view with more than suspicion 
and should sternly rebuke any and all inti­ 
mations intended to discredit the ticket. 
I t is enough to know that it was regularly 
chosen, is the result of a fair primary con­ 
test, is strong, means good government and 
is worthy the support of all who have the 
city’s interests at heart. 


OF THE DEVIL. 


The identity of the devil, if it is not 
being rapidly destroyed, is under hot de 
bate. 
In a San Francisco pulpit this 
week a leading 
Methodist 
clergyman 
strongly antagonized the idea of a personal 
devil, and charged that Milton’s “Paradise 
Lost” has been of incalculable injury to 
the human race, because it has promul­ 
gated the idea of a devil in personality. 
In St. Louis an Episcopal divine, Rev. 
Mr. Holland, declared recently that old 
Clooty is a myth, and that men will never 
meet any other devil than that they make 
to themselves npon this footstool. 
On the other hand the Western Watch­ 
man, a leading Catholic organ, hotly con­ 
tends for a personal devil, saying : 
T h e belief in a personal devil h as been ever 
a n d general in th e chu rch . 
T he view o f Chris­ 
tia n s in all ages has been th at th ere w ere two 
kingdom s, th a t o f God. and th a t of Satan: th e 
form er recognized C hrist as its K ing w ith his 
m inisters th e priests o f th e church; th e latter 
acknow ledging Lucifer as its lord and ruled by 
h im an d o th er unclean spirits. 
H eaven was 
th e hom e of God «nd th e fioal dw elling place of 
th e good angels an d th eir saints; h ell was the 
S i c e prepared for th e devil an d his angels. 
T he M anicheans an d Friscillianists. w ho m ade 
th e devil, not a fallen angel, bu t a principal in ­ 
dep en d en t o f God in his origin and energy. 
T h e Council of T rent, in Its fifth sixth and four­ 
teen th sessloms, declares th e belief ol th e church 
to be th at, in consequence o f sin. m an and the 
w o r'd have com e u nder th e pow er ot th e devil, 
a n d th a t th e latter, even after th e atonem ent of 
O ur Lord, unceasingly an d on every hand in­ 
fluences m an k in d to unite it to him self _ and 
¿am arete it from God. 
This influence is in 
closes: alliance w ith w hat is m ost intim ate to 
m an , his ow n fissh an d th e w orld around 
him 
T his is all th e ch u rch teaches about th e 
devil. aDd it leaves a w ide field for speculation. 
As to th e doctrine of a personal devil there is 
left no room to doubt its tru th if we believe in 
th e Old and New Testam ent. T h e , p in t u tnch 
in th e form of a serpent deceived E y em u sth av e 
been personal, or th e w hole story of th e fsj‘ is a 
m y th 
In the Book of Wisdom we read th at 
“ through th e envy o f th e devil is death come 
j„ ,y T th e w orld ” 
St. Paul, in his Second Cor- 
m th iau s, speaks of th e deceit th e devil P™ criced 
on Eve. l u e very dw elling place of th e devil 
is given as - the desert,” aw ay from th e 
anti happv hom es of m en. T he.ongln o f the 
d ev il is not clearly defined in th e Old T esta­ 


m ent. 
St. P eter tells us th a t th e devils w ere 
angels who, having sinned, w ere cast into hell 
fo r punishm ent; bu t be does not tell us the 
n atu re of the sin. 
O ur Lord sim ply says of the 
devil th a t he did not stand in the tru th , th a t he 
was a liar a n d th e father of lies. 
That journal further contends that if 
there is no personal devil then it was 
needless for Christ to have come in the 
flesh, and that a mythical devil means a 
mythical Christ. 
But it is apparent that 
the doctrine of the St. Louis clergyman is 
that which most men are 
accepting, 
despite the appeals of the church to the 
revelation and decree. As Rev. Dr. Hol­ 
land well said, the mass of men have no 
more any fear of a genuine hoofs-and-horns 
devil. H e is looked upon as a fabled cre­ 
ation, and the reference to him in the 
Scriptures as merely distinguishing be­ 
tween the good, the noble and the divine, 
and the mean, low, sensuous and vicious 
in man’s nature. “That is to say, the devil 
in man was what Christ fought and over­ 
came when he was tempted. Christ was 
overcome with hunger and was physically 
weak, and the evil spirit asked him to as­ 
sert himself and turn stones into bread. 
The same spirit, knowing His outcast con­ 
dition, sought to satisfy him by offering 
him kiuglv power, but Christ could not be 
tempted, and he drove Satan away, thus 
overcoming temptation and thus banishing 
the devil from him 
Exert the better na­ 
ture, face the devil and he will always flee 
from you.” 
The conflict of debate over this old issue 
is thus revived, and if we are to judge by 
the numerous articles appearing on either 
side, the question of the personality of 
the devil is for some months to engage 
public attention to the exclusion, some­ 
what, of the affairs of the prize-ring, the 
doings of sloggers and the opening and 
progress of the new season of the national 
game. Possibly the press and the people 
might be less profitably employed. 
But 
to whatever extent the debate may go, 
of this we can rest assured, that if men so 
will it not one of them need fear the devil, 
be he an embodied spirit or merely the 
shadow of a tradition. 


THE SKINKEE SALE. 


T h e proclamation of President H arri­ 
son warning poachers out of Behring Sea, 
created a whirl of excitement in the 
Dominion Parliament on Wednesday. Our 
Canadian cousins do not understand it at all. 
They see in the proclamation a threat that 
they propose to meet with force, if neces­ 
sary. 
Indeed, they were disposed in the 
House to pass a vote of censure upon their 
Government for its quiescence. It is clear 
that the Dominion Ministry, while aware 
that the President’s proclamation is pro 
forma, and one that is simply in obedience 
to the statutes, were much disturbed by 
the manifestations of discontent, and their 
replies to the challenges made were by no 
means satisfactory. 
All which convinces 
us that the rumor is true that the English 
Government has conceded the one point 
for which the United States has contended 
—to wit: 
that the latter has exclusive 
jurisdiction over Behring Sea, or so much 
of it as we purchased from Russia. When 
that fact of concession is made public of­ 
ficially, we shall be prepared to sympathize 
profoundly with the Dominion Ministry. 
The Canadians will scalp them alive and 
hang the bloody trophies at the belt of the 
party that is waiting for a good opportu­ 
nity to floor the present Administration in 
the Dominion. 


A m e m b er of a sporting club in San 
Francisco is out in a long statement that 
he has become convinced, from years of 
close observation, that after all that can 
possibly be said in favor of the craze for 
boxing, it remains • true that the matches 
which the clubs promote are brutalizing, 
and that all membership is sadly injured 
by witnessing these exhibitions. Accord­ 
ing to his statements, the people of San 
Francisco who attend these exhibitions, 
have become so cruel and bloody in their 
demands that they are on the eve of 
sinking to the level of the spectators in 
the Roman arenas who turned the thumb 
downward as an indication to the success­ 
ful contestant in the fight that he must 
kill his fallen opponent. 
The confes­ 
sion is a strong one, and ought to lie 
studied and pondered over by every man 
who has thought that these slogging exhi­ 
bitions are conducive of good in cultivat­ 
ing the “manly art of self defense.”

W o lfro m ’s C on fession D e cla r e d b y B ern- 
m e r ly to b e a L ie. 
The Woodland Mail of yesterday pub­ 
lished the following statement made by 
Dan Bemmerly, one of the Faigle murder­ 
ers, regarding the alleged confession made 
by Wolfrom: 
“I knew that Wolfrom had made a con­ 
fession, before it was published, and have 
known it ever since the day that be made 
the confession to the District Attorney. 
The confession is a lie from beginning to 
end, and Wolfrom knew that it was when 
he made it. He was mad because he bad 
to go to prison before I did, and thought 
he would get revenge on me by making 
the statement, thinking that if I was 
granted a Dew trial it would go hard wiih 
me. Wolfrom thought that he would be 
sentenced to forty years and by making a 
confession the Judge might not send him 
np for so long a term. The confession nor 
Wolfrom, neither one, trouble me any. I 
do not care if they do bring him up to 
testify against roe, for he has told so many 
lies already. Wolfrom has made three or 
four confessions, and all of them differ in 
regard to the material facts of the case. He 
has made another confession of the crime 
since he has been in prison, and a certain 
man in Woodland has it. 
His statements 
in regard to me telling him that we would 
both bang if he did not testify as he did in 
his trial, are nonsensical, as I had been 
convicted before his trial came off, and 
what he testified to after that would have 
cut no figure in my case. If I get a new 
trial we will prove that Mat. Faigle did not 
sign tfie dying statement. 
He was not 
able to sign tbe dying statement, for he 
was paralyzed in such a manner that he 
could not have held a pen or pencil in his 
hand. 
Wolfrom’s statement contradicts 
Faigle’s dying statement, and that makes 
things look more encouraging to me. 1 
am not afraid to atand another trial if 
Wolfrom does testify against me."

THEY EXPERIENCE SOME ANNOYANCE 
FROM VISITORS. 


I t w as F in an ce D ay, b u t Y atio n s P erso n s 


H ad " L ittle M a tte rs” T h ey W ished 
to H av e A cted O n. 


W hen the Supervisors m et yesterday it 
was to exam ine bills against the county 
but the Board had some difficulty in get­ 
ting at its work. 
D istrict A ttorney B runer gave an oral 
opinion to the Board to the effect that the 
changes m ade in the boundaries of road 
districts and election precincts would be 
required to be published in the nature of 
an ordinance. 
W hen Clerk Ham ilton read the m inutes 
of the proceedings of the preceding day it 
appeared therefrom that Supervisor Greer 
had m ade an eloquent speech. 
Mr. Greer moved that the m inutes be 
corrected in that particular, as he was not 
in the habit of doing anything of the kind. 
The correction was ordered in accordance 
w ith Mr. Greer’s modest request. 
A . P. Catlin appeared before the Board 
and presented a petition, signed by certain 
property-owners of Folsom, for the closing 
of certain streets and alleys in that town 
so as to allow the Natoma W ater Company 
to construct its canal and m aintain a rail­ 
road track along the same through a por­ 
tion of the city. 
The petition waB referred to the Commit­ 
tee on Roads and Bridges for investigation. 
It reads as follows : 
The Honorable Board of Supervisor»—Gentle­ 
m en: We, the undersigned residents and tax­ 
payers of the town of Folsom, respectfully re-

This property belongs to the State of Cali­ 
fornia, and if th e Native S ods and Pioneers 
of this great State cannot raise the paltry 
sum of $18,000, let the property revert back 
to the owner, and let it be understood that 
in the year 1900 the subject will be again 
revived.

It appeared that the house was not finished 
aud ready for occupancy on the 1st day of 
March, but when visited some days subse­ 
quently by the Assessor's deputy it was 
practically completed, and hence the assess­ 
m ent was made. 
Mr. Tebbets asked the District Attorney 
if, in such case the unfinished building of 
the California State Bank would be assess­ 
able at this time. 
Mr. B runer replied that he did not think 
it would be assessable in its present shape. 
Mr. 
Bates—‘‘Then a m an 
can b u ild 
tw enty houses and leave them unfinished 
U D til after the 1 st of March, and thu3 save 
a year’s taxes?” 
Mr. B runer—‘•Well, we do know that 
capitalists send m onev out of the county 
before the 1st of M arch and bring it back 
again after that date.” 
Mr. Tebbetts—‘‘Yes, and I know of a 
bank having gone to the State Treasury be­ 
fore the 1st of M arch and got $100,000 in 
greenbacks for that much coin.” 
No action was taken in the m atter, as 
the Board was desirous of getting down to 
the business of the day—the exam ination 
and auditing of demands against 
the 
county. 
The m em bers had exam ined barely a half 
dozen bills, when Adolph Heilbron, Philip 
Herzog, F. W. Biewener, J. Aukener and 
others, representing the Butcher»’ Associa­ 
tion, appeared before the Board in refer­ 
ence to the m atter of the paym ent of li­ 
censes by butchers. 
Mr. H eilbron explained the situation to 
the Board. H e said that in 1860 an attem pt 
-. was m ade to collect license from the butch­ 
ers, and a case was tried before Judge Clark, 
in which Green & Trainor were the con­ 
testants. The Court decided in favor of the 
batchers. In 1884 the Supervisors passed a 
license ordinance so worded that the Li­ 
cense Collector claimed that it required him 
to collect license of the butcners. 
For 
thirty years they had not been required to 
pay license for selling m eat killed by them 
and he thongbt it contrary to the spirit of 
the law that they should be compelled to 
do so. 
License Collector Dolan explained his 
action in the premises. H e said he had 
not collected batchers’ licenses because his 
predecessors had not done so, but the last 
two Grand Juries had made so m uch fuss 
over the m atter that he consulted the Dis­ 
trict Attorney. This official informed him 
that the law required the collection of such 
licenses, and recently he had followed that 
instruction. 
Other business men com­ 
plained because the butchers had been ex­ 
empted from the operalion of the license 
law, and there was a constant “kick” about 
it. 
H e sim ply desired todo his duty in the 
m atter—it made no diflerence to him , one 
way or the other. 
After some further discussion Supervisor 
Greer moved that the m atter be referred to 
the Judiciary Committee of the Board for 
inquiry. So ordered. 
And again the Board made an effort to 
get down to its finance work. 
Then Justice C. W . Baker, Secretary of 
the Im provem ent Association, slipped in 
and asked the Board w hat it had con­ 
cluded to do in the m atter of the promised 
resum ption of the sm all m onthly stipend 
(which had been cut off some m onths ago) 
for the m aintenance of the Perm anent E x­ 
hibit building at the railroad depot. 
W ithout giving President Ross an op­ 
portunity to exercise his prerogative in ex­ 
plaining to Mr. Baker that it was finance 
dav, etc., some of the members spoke up 
rather sharply and told the gentleman 
that they had no tim e then to consider the 
m atter, but to come again. 
Mr. Baker said he knew it was finance 
day, and this was a question of finance, 
hence he had purposely chosen that time 
to present the m atter. 
It was suggested that he m ake out a bill 
for the sum desired and present it another 
day, and th at it would bring on some ac­ 
tion, one way or the other. 
Mr. Baker withdrew, and each member 
of the Board took up a handful of bills and 
proceeded to exam ine them , when a vener- 
able-looking gentlem an from the country 
shuffled up to the railing and said he had 
a little m atter to bring to the attention of 
the Board. 
Mr. Bates looked as if he was about to 
explode, and the hands of the other m em ­ 
bers involuntarily grasped the inkstands 
on their desks. B ut the visitor's gray 
hairs saved him from the fury of the 
threatened storm . The situation was ex­ 
plained to him and he withdrew with an 
apology.

It has 
been generally understood th at it has been 
the aim of the N ative Sons and Pioneers 
for the past fifteen or tw enty years to get 
possession of this historical old land-m ark, 
th at they m ight pay for it and re-erect 
upon the site a m onum ent befitting their 
fathers, who left the heritage which m any 
of them now possess. 
It is needless to state here that the price 
was finally fixed on the old fort, and a very 
reasonable one it was. As tne property 
consists of sixteen full lots, it was but a Ht- 
tle over $1,100 per lot of 80x160 each. One 
would naturally suppose that at these low 
fienres, leaving ont the historical value of 
the property, the Order of Native Sons, con­ 
sisting of over 7,000 members, and the 
wealthy societies of Pioneers throughout 
the coast would at once, and w ithout ask­ 
ing outside aid. put their hands into their 
pockets and raise at least sufficient to pay

T he readers of the R ecord-Ubion will 
remember the som ewhat sensational par­ 
ticulars of the case of H .

In reviewing the facts of the case, the 
Judge said ihat plaintiff claims a balance 
due from Ah Sing of $694 for horse-hire, 
$125 for work as carpenter on the hop- 
house, and $60 for labor in drying hops, 
m aking in all $879, but his complaint de­ 
m ands judgm ent for $800 only. 
“There is 
no dispute,” he says, “ a9 to the fact that 
the parties entered into a contract for the 
hiring by defendant ot plaintiffs horses, to 
use in putting in and cultivating a crop of 
hops raised in the year 1889 by defendant 
on a 20 acre tract of land. The question is 
as to the term s of that contract, the num ­ 
ber of horses used aud the time they were 
worked. 
“The plaintiff says the contract was that 
defendant should have all the horses he 
wanted, at 50 cents a day each, and should 
pay plaintiff 50 cents a day for the feed of 
each horse used (then there is no allega­ 
tion in the complaint claiming anything 
for horse-feed), and that defendant had the 
use of his horses equal to one horse for 694 
days, and that the plaintiff fed the horses 
during that time. 
“The defendant says the contract was 
that he should have the horses for 25 cents 
a day each, and tbat plaintiff was to have 
the wood from certain land the defendant 
was to clear; that he used plaintiff's horses, 
to the extent of one horse for 335 days, and 
that plaintiff had the wood. 
“The lease under which defendant occu­ 
pied the twenty acres was introduced to 
show that defendant had contracted, as a 
part consideration for this lease, that he 
would deliver the wood to plaintiff. 
But 
the lease bears date June 22,1889, while 
the contract was made for the hiring of the 
horses a long tim e prior thereto, and the 
clearing done. 
"Defendant claims in a cross-complaint 
that plaintiff received from one W agner 
the sum of $678 50 (conceded to be $679), 
for the use and benefit of the defendant, 
and had never paid the same over. 
“The testimony of the plaintiff as to the 
contract of hiring and the num ber of 
horses used by the defendant is wholly u n ­ 
supported by any reliable testim ony oifered 
by him , and is surrounded by so m any cir­ 
cumstances tending very strongly to dis­ 
credit it that I find myself in that condition 
of m ind that I cannot believe his statem ent 
on these points. 
* * * These circum ­ 
stances I think show that no reliance what­ 
ever can be placed on the plaintiff’s horse- 
hire acconnt, and but little in his testimony 
in relation thereto. 
Further, the account 
is unreasonable in this—he charges for the 
use of horses nearly every day from Jan u ­ 
ary to August. 
* * * The defendant’s 
accounts, and his testim ony in relation 
thereto, bear a greater semblance of truth 
than the accounts and testimony of plaintiff 
on the subject. 
“From what evidence there is, I m ust 
conclude that the plaintiff fed the horses 
(at 50 cents a day each); that the feed was 
worth 50 cents a day, and for 335 days 
would am ount to $167 50. 
The item s of 
plaintiff’s claim which I find to have been 
E 
ro ven, are as follows : Horse hire (one 
orse for 335 days at 25 cents per day), 
$83 75; feed for the same at 50 centB a day, 
$167 50; 
carpenter work on hop-house, 
$125; work at drying hops, $55, m aking a 
total of his claim proven of $431 25. 
“The only entries of account made by 
plaintiff which are free from the suspicion 
of being m anufactured accounts are those 
made in the pass-book given to defendant. 
These entries account for the distribution 
of a portion of the $759 received from 
W agner for the use and benefit of the de­ 
fendant, and are: Cash, $15 50; lime, $2; 
carpenter work. $68; cash for hop-pipe,$78; 
cash for hop-pickers, $27 80; cash, $10; 
cash, $1 50; ca9h, 50 cents. Total, $203 30. 
To those may be added: Taxes, $10; ladders, 
$8; blacksmithing, $23 50; groceries, $60; 
to pay hop-pickers, $35. 
“ I find that of the $759 there has been 
paid out $458 80, leaving in plaintiff’s 
hands the sum of $300 20, which belongs 
to the defendant. 
“As to the claim that Mrs. Bagwell (wife 
of the plaintiff), had paid out the greater 
portion of this money, the Judge concludes 
that “ her statem ents are not sufficiently re­ 
liable to increase the am ount above stated 
as the sum paid out. 
“I have considered,” concludes Judge 
Buckles, 
“all the testim ony introduced, 
and it seems to m e from tbat, and from all 
the circumstances appearing in the case— 
the interest and bias of the witnesses and 
th iir m anner of testifying—tbat there is 
not sufficient reliable testim ony in the case 
to show that plaintiff has ever paid out for 
the use of the defendant more than the 
said sum of $458 80. 
“All the circumstances surrounding the 
drawing up and signing of the agreement 
that defendant was indebted to plaintiff in 
the sam of $1,674 57. as detailed by the 
witness, after the suit was commenced, 
show a transaction so tainted with fra u d - 
such a determined effort to over-reach the 
Chinese defendant—as to give the agree­ 
m ent no weight whatever in establishing 
the plaintiff’s claim. 
“For the reasons above stated, the plain­ 
tiff is entitled to a judgm ent for the differ­ 
ence between $300 20 and $431 25, which 
would be the sum of $131 05, and it is so 
ordered.”

THEY ARE STILL OUT. 


L ittle Change in th e Situation of Affairs 
at the Ray. 


Sa n F r a n c i s c o , March 6th.—This is the fourth 
day of the strike, but to say that either side is 
weakening would not be correct. The Associa­ 
tion is confident of compelling the Union to do 
away with the ruies to which objection is made, 
and the Union says it can hold out as long as 
the Association. Much displeasure is felt at the 
action of the Vulcan Iron Works people, and it 
is asserted that this institution hopes to profit 
by the trouble. One of the members of the As­ 
sociation said that the Vulcan Iron Works had 
never oelonged to tfie Association and were not 
asked to, and that action will be taken as soon 
as the fight is over. 
At the headquarters of the Executive Com­ 
mittee the information was given out that there 
was nothiug new and affairs remain in the 
same condition as on the first day. 
No information could be gained at the rooms 
concerning the ill-treatment of a non-Union 
man at the Union Iron Work this morning. 
Henry T. Scott, however when asked about ihe 
matter, stated that such w as a fact, but he did 
not know many of the particulars. 
In answer to the letter published by the Union 
yesterday concerning the limitation of work, 
the members of the Association are preparing a 
statement signed by all the foundrymen belong­ 
ing to the Association, in which a strong denial 
is made of the statements of the Union. 
At the Fulton Iron Works Mr. Hinckley was 
seen, aud remarked that as yet no molders had 
been secured aud. iu fact, no effort has been 
made to get any. “No one is to blame for this 
strike but the molders themselves,” said he. 
“There is plenty of work to be done if the 
molders would only come back to do it. They 
not only suffer themselves, but they compel 
many others to suffer who are not responsible 
for their actions. In consequence of their way 
of doing things they have forced us to discharge 
many laborers having families to support, and 
are without means to carry them along. The 
machinists in this shop will soon have lo go, II 
the strike does not end soon. The proprietors 
of this shop do not propose to submit to dicta­ 
tion, and we will hold out on that proposition 
as long as the shop-stands. As far as I am con­ 
cerned I feel sure I can stand as long as the 
Union.” 
Ira P. Rankin, President of the Association, 
knew of no change. He stated that the prin­ 
cipal end for which the Association was fighting 
was to compel the abolishment of the clause 
limiting work, a revisal of the apprentice ques­ 
tion. and to have something to say about the 
running at the works of which they were pro­ 
prietors. Mr. Rankin also said that a member 
of the Union, when called out of one of the 
shoos, sought out his employer, aüd remarked 
that he did not desire to leave his w ork, but 
was forced to by the demand of the Union. He 
desired to sav that according to the rule laid 
down bv the Union he had not done more than 
half of a-dav s work in the time for which he 
received a full day’s Day, aud was satisfied that 
the Association had good cause for grievance. 
No effort is made by either side to adjust the 
differences existing.
